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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

The battle to save all of the 220 - 225 
MHz band for Amateur Radio in Docket 
87-14 rages on! Back in Nov. 788 
"..United Parcel Service filed a Petition 
for Rule Making, RM-6595, to ’assist the 
Commission in the formulation of service 
rules for the 220-222 MHz band and to 
ensure that the much-needed spectrum is 
available on a timely basis." This is an 
apparent effort to speed up the release of 
220-222 MHz frequencies for private Land 
Mobile use." In filed comments strongly 
opposing the UPS petition, ARRL said: It 
is apparent that UPS submitted its 
petition primarily as an attempt to justify 
the frequency allocation relative to the 
appeals, rather than to establish perm- 
anent operating parameters for the private 
land mobile use of the band. "The first 
half of the petition, for example, makes no 
reference at all to the specifics of the UPS 


proposal for implementation of the band, 
_ but rather is a statement of the alleged 


justification for the frequency allocatio 
..the UPS petition is thus no more thaw 
an unauthorized pleading submitted with 
the intent to influence the Commission’s 
deliberations on reconsideration in Docket 
97-14." ARRL also pointed out: "The UPS 
petition, however, seeks to implement a 
frequency band which may well never be 
available to the land mobile service. 
"It would be highly premature, and a 
waste of the Commission’s time and 
resources, to commence a_ proceeding 
which may be rendered moot by action on 
any of the more than 500 reconsideration 
petitions now on file. "Even assuming, for 
argument’s sake, that 220-222 MHz was 
ultimately reallocated to both the govern- 
ment and non-government land mobile 
services, Paragraph 57 of the 87-14 Order 
noted there would have to be a coordi- 
nated procedure developed for the band 
between the two users. "It would certainly 
be premature to propose any channeliza- 
tion plan prior to the development of 
sharing arrangements between government 
an non-government services. "The ARRL 


concluded by urging the Commission to

dismiss the UPS petition." The League has 
requested the FCC to schedule oral 
argument before the Commissioners on 
Docket 87-14.

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| American Radio Relay League Report 


By John Swafford - W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of informa- 
tion published in the ARRL LETTER and other reports. 
The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active 
Radio Amateurs. Any League member may subscribe to 
the ARRL LETTER. 


The ARRL Board of Directors held its 
annual meeting in Hartford on J anuary 20 
President Price, Executive Vice 
President Sumner and Counsel Imlay all 
reported on aspects of the tireless and 
many-faceted campaign to retain the 


entire 220 to 225 MHz band. The most 


recent action was to _ request oral 
argument on the ARRL Petition for 
Reconsideration of the FCC decision last 
August to reallocate 220 to 222 MHz to 


the Land Mobile Service. 


In other matters, the Board set out guide- 
lines for Reply Comments in PR Docket 
88-139, concerning rewrite of the Amateur 
rules. ARRL will file in favor of expand- 
ing the six meter repeater subband down 
to 51 MHz in PR Docket 88-527, with use 


of the band to be determined by detailed - 


band planning. The Board asked its 
officers to follow up on PRB-3, concerning 
special call signs. It has been more than 
a year since the close of comments, with 
no action by the FCC. The Board re- 
affirmed the League position that all 
Amateur communications for news media 
must meet all the elements of the FCC 
four-part test. The Executive Committee 
is to develop and implement plans of 
action to bring about a higher level of 
FCC enforcement of the Amateur rules 
and to cause FCC to use the authority 
given it by Congress to control. the 
immunity of electronic devicews to RFI. 
Regular summaries of government activity 
related to Amateur Radio are to be 


published by the League. 


Turning to ARRL affairs, Directors Hugh 
Turnbull, Grauer, Mendelsohn and 
Frenaye were elected to the Executive 
Committee, Directors Metzger and Butler, 
and Dick Eilers, WOYZV, were elected to 
the ARRL Foundation Board, and EVP 
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six proposed 


Sumner will replace Perry Williams as 


“ARRL Secretary. HQ was authorized to 


proceed with development and purchase of 
a system to automate the DXCC process. 
Washington State was divided into two 
ARRL Sections along the Cascade 
Mountains. A statement of purpose was 
adopted for the ARRL VEC. The eighth 
ARRL Computer Networking Conference 
was set for October 7 in Colorado Springs, 
Colorado. HQ is to implement an Educa- 
tional Advisor Program. Several motions 
were adopted in support of the ARRL 
National Emergency Response Committee 
(ANERCOM). Several motions were 
adopted to improve the process of electing 
Directors and Vice Directors. 


The ARRL will vote to ratify the nomina- 
tions of Richard Baldwin. W1RU, for 
reelection as President and Michael Owen, 
VK3KI, to be Vice President of the Inter- 
national Amateur Radio Union (IARU). 
The Board also voted to support four of 
changes in the IJARU 
Constitution and Bylaws. The Board 
commended ARRL volunteers involved in 
the pilot project to recruit new hams in 
Florida. Appreciation was expressed to 
AMSAT and especially Rich Ensign, 
N8IWJ,. for bringing Amateur work in 
connection with SkiTrek to the attention 
of young people. Out-going Chairman 
John Parrott, W4FRU, was applauded 
for his work with the DX Advisory 
Committee.

Our role as emergency communicators can be greatly enhanced by actively planning and 
preparing in advance. This is the rationale behind the Amateur Radio Emergency 
Service (ARES). 


If you are an active Amateur Radio operator or can be, you should consider getting 
involved. 


One of the most popular ARES activities is OPERATIONS. As an experienced ham, you 
have already completed half the required training. ARES will build on your knowledge 
and help you develop skills in traffic handling and efficient net operations. 


Another area for participation is in the TECHNICAL arena. A small group of ARES 
members is actively developing packet radio software to handle emergency traffic. 
Others are designing a network of linked UHF repeaters to support emergency 
communications. Still others are activily designing and building local ATV systems for 
the visual aspect of emergency and public service communications. 


Maybe ADMINISTRATIVE work is more to your liking. If you are a people person, 
then taking charge of a given program and ascertaining that the team members reach 
their goals might be your cup of tea. You can help in developing procedures and 
training programs.

MURPHY PRESENT BUT IN BACKGROUND DURING. ~ 
JOINT DXPEDITION BY SOVIET AND FINNISH HAMS 


This month let’s look at Soviet Amateur press coverage of an unusual DXpedition by 
Amateurs from the USSR and Finland. 


Boris Stepanov - UW83AX informed readers of his numbered "On the Amateur Bands" 
column (NLD-1306 of 6 July 1988) of a planned operation by a joint Soviet-Finnish 
team from Malyy Vysotskiy island (let’s adopt the ARRL practice of calling it "M-V"). 
The column went on to say that the. DXpedition, organized by the editors of the Soviet 
magazine "Radio" and the Finnish magazine "Radioamatori," would take place from 8 
through 11 July 1988 and would use the callsign 4J1FS (Finnish-Soviet). Two QSL 
addresses were given: Hams from U, Y2, SP, OK, LZ, HA, YO and YU were to QSL to 
UW3SAX via the Central Radio Club or to P.O. Box 679, 107207 MOSCOW; those from 
other countries were to QSL to OH2NB. 


A geographic gazetteer I came across listed M-V’s coordinates as 60° 38’ N / 028° 35’ 
E, placing it in the bay at the head of which is the Soviet, formerly Finish, city of 
Vyborg. 


NLD-1309, 20 July 1988, reported that in 96 hours of operation, the 4J1FS expedition 
made 14,800 contacts with shortwavers from over 100 countries. 


An article "On the Air - 4J1FS" about the DXpedition, written by UW3AX, appeared in 
RADIO magazine for December 1988. A condensed version appears below. Comments 
in brackets [] are my own. As we shall soon see, Murphy accompanied the Finnish team 
on its way to M-V. 


As long as Amateur radio has existed, shortwavers have wanted to contact 
some new country. It’s no accident that the DXCC certificate (in the 
USA) and the R-150-S diploma (in the USSR) are among the most popular 
with certificate hunters. 


Over a quarter century ago the USSR and Finland signed an. agreement 
on the Saymen [Saimaa?] Canal, which passes through the territory of 
both countries. The Soviet part of the canal was leased to Finland for 
fifty years, together with the small (about 1.5 km long) island of Malyy 
Vysotskiy, in the Gulf of Finland not far from Vyborg; the island is used 
by the Finnish canal administration for sea trans-shipments. 


The status of Malyy Vysotskiy island is such that it can be regarded as a 
Separate "territory" for DXCC and R-150-S purposes, and the question 
arose naturally of Amateur Radio operation. Initial attempts to organize 
an expedition were made back in the early 1970s by Enn Lokhk, UR2AR, 
and Martti Laine, OH2BH. Later attempts by Soviet and Finnish 
shortwavers, alas, proved unsuccessful. 


In May 1988 a letter came to the editors of Radio from their Finnish 
colleagues, containing suggestions for a number of events in connection 
with the 40th anniversary of the Agreement on Friendship, Cooperation, 
and Mutual Assistance between Finland and the USSR. Among the events 
proposed by the editors of "Radioamatori" was a radioexpedition to Malyy 
Vysotskiy island. Not much time at all was left before the date of the 
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expedition, and it seemed (based on previous experience) unlikely that all 
matters could be resolved. But we decided to try anyway. Things worked 
out only because of the positive attitude of the State Telecommunication 
Inspectorate, the Soviet canal adtninistration, and other organizations. 


Pertti Turunen, OH2RF; John Ahlbom, OH5NZ; and Martti Laine, 
OH2BH; participated on the Finnish side. Pertti is the editor of the 
magazine "Radioamatori" and runs the DX column. He’s a "contester" who 
has participated in several DX expeditions. John is an active shortwaver 
and represents the League of Finnish Radioamateurs (SRAL) in the 
Shortwave Committee of Region 1 of the International Amateur Radio 
Union. Martti hardly needs an introduction, anyone who’s been on the 
air knows him from his various DX expeditions to the most exotic sports 
on earth. 


The Soviet participants in the expedition were Enn Lokhk, UR2AR; 
Gennadiy Shul’gin, UZ3AU; and the writer [Boris Grigor’yevich Stepanov, 
UW3AX, Deputy Editor-in-Chief of the magazine Radio and editor of the 
numbered "On the Amateur Bands" column in the newspaper SOVETSKIY 
PATRIOT]. We gathered in Vyborg the morning of 7 July. With local 
assistance, we got a pass to the island and by about 1800 MSK were on 
the island. The [Soviet] border guards who greeted us reported that the 
launch "Sirkka" carrying our Finnish colleagues had left for the island and 
would arrive within half an hour. | 


Well okay, now we could sun ourselves a bit (the weather throughout was 
great) and relax. The tribulations we lived through getting ready for the 
expedition were, frankly, more than enough. But the blissful state 
induced by our break didn’t last long. One hour, then two, went by and 
no Finnish launch. The border guards were perplexed and we couldn’t sit 
still either. Finally it came into sight, moving slowly and leaning 
noticeably to one side. About a kilometer off shore it stopped, and from 
anxious signs from those on board we understood that the situation was 
serious. The border guards towed the "Sirkka" to shore with their own 
launch. 


Later, Martti -- who’s traveled over almost half the world and has been in 
places where in case of some catastrophe no help would be available -- 
admitted to me that only after several hours on the air did he realize that 
they had been on the verge of a tragedy. Perhaps there would not have 
been any loss of life, but the launch could have sunk. A leak had 
developed and the water couldn’t be bailed out fast enough. ‘ 


But these emotions were vented only on the following day. There only 
remained a short time until the beginning of operations, and after 
unloading the launch we started installing the antennas, under the 
command of UZ3AU. Too bad there wasn’t someone to photograph the 
installation of the antennas -- a photo of Gennadiy holding a 4-element 
KT-34 beam with one hand while climbing up the mast would doubtless 
have embellished this report of the expedition. 


After the antennas were installed (aside from the beam, 40 and 80-meter 
dipoles were hung from birch trees) we looked nervously at our watches. 
The operating position was equipped with a TS-940 transceiver with a — 
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linear amplifier. We switched on our three-kilowatt "Honda" generator. 
Everything seemed ready, with a couple of minutes remaining before the 
beginning of operation (0000 MSK 8 July). At that moment it came to us 
that everyone was ravenously hungry - we had only had breakfast, some 
15 hours earlier.. Naturally, we put off "dinner-supper" for about ‘an hour 
more. ) 


I [UW3AX] made the first QSO on c.w. with SM3EVR. Then each of the 
other participants made symbolic QSOs. We then decided that the initial 
pile-up would be handled by the most experienced operator among us -- 
Martti. Then we finally fortified ourselves with some food. 


The four days of uninterrupted operation flew by without. our noticing 
them. Here are the results in a nutshell: In 96 hours 14,835 contacts 
were made with over 100 countries of the world, including 5830 with the 
USA, 5820 with Europe, 2172 with Japan, and 1013 with other countries 
and continents. Operation was basically on 14 MHz. 


It’s impossible to tell about the four-day operation in a magazine article. 
The average rate -- about 150 contacts per hour (on SSB this went as 
high as 200 during specific periods) -- speaks for itself. The operating 
style accepted for such expeditions -- listening for signals from calling 
stations in a wide bandwidth (up 20 to 30 kHz) each side of the 
transmitting frequency (in order to reduce QRM from calling stations) -- 
is very democratic. A QRP operator has a realistic chance to contact the 
expedition even at the beginning of the operation, provided he’s fortunate 
enough to choose a frequency free of QRM. 


We should state straight away that many of our shortwavers were 
unprepared (including from a purely technical point of view) for such an 
operating style. The majority of stations hada maximum frequency 
spread between received and transmit of only a few kiloHertz. This is 
why from time to time we switched over to a minimum offset of 2 to 3 
kHz, giving rise to a non-optimal mode of operation. During the second 
half of the last day (11 July) we operated on 3.5 and 7 MHz especially to 
provide the possibility of a contact to shortwavers (basically in the USSR 
and Finland) located in the "dead" zone for the 14 and 21 MHz bands. 


Here also the situation was not very pleasing -- it turned out that many 
of our radio Amateurs (mostly licensees of 3rd- and 2nd-category stations) 
don’t know how to operate split. This is why it was necessary from time 
to time to resort to the inefficient alternative of receiving on our working 
frequency. The level at which our shortwavers are trained for serious DX 
operation should be a subject for separate discussion. And not only 
deliberations but publications introducing techniques for conducting DX 
contacts, contacts with expeditions, etc. ; 


The four days were holidays for the Soviet and Finnish participants, and 
apparently for shortwavers in many countries, judging by the letters and 
by the notes on QSL cards we received. 


On 30 September the Federation of Radio Sport of the USSR decided to 

include the island of Malyy Vysotskiy as a separate territory in the 

R-150-S diploma [Worked 150 Countries certificate] listing. [Note that 

since the article was written, the ARRL accorded "M-V" DXCC status.]

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_ An interview with General-Colonel Nikolay Nikiforovich Kotlovtsev, Chairman of the 
- DOSAAF Central Committee [DOSAAF is the organization that sponsors Amateur Radio 
in the USSR] appeared in SOVETSKIY PATRIOT on 8 January 1989. General 
Kotlovtsev had recently visited the areas affected by the earthquake in Armenia.. The 
introduction to the article contains the statement that the earthquake occurred 7 
December 1988 at 1141 hours local time. If my recollection is correct that local 
Armenian time is one hour ahead of Moscow time, this would place the initial tremor 
at 0741 Universal Time, 7 December 1988. ’ 


The following questions and answers are excerpted from the interview: 
How many DOSAAF employees perished in the earthquake? 

A: Six 
Q: Whom would you single out for praiseworthy conduct? 
A:... A group of radio amateurs from various parts of the country was attached 
to the Kirovakan City DOSAAF Committee. The disaster disrupted telephone, 
telegraph, and commercial power lines, and restoring them took significant time. 
You can imagine how useful our radiosportsmen were in this situation. ... The 
article contains the statement that K. Karapetyan, Chief of the collective Amateur 
Radio station of the Yerevan Combined Technical School, helped the crew of a 


private "Boeing 707" aircraft flying in from Beirut to communicate with the airport 
and to land successfully. 


More on Armenian Earthquake Disaster Communications 


A TASS dispatch headlined "Assistance to Search” reported on an American donation 
of equipment to the earthquake disaster area. The dispatch came from Yerevan (capital 


of the Armenian SSR) and was published in the Soviet Newspaper SOVETSKAYA 
ROSSIYA of 19 January 1989. 


Tens of thousands of people are still searching for one another following 
the terrible earthquake last December 7th. A packet communication 
system installed yesterday in the "Search" ["Poisk"] Information-Computing 
Center of the Armenian Communist Youth League will help them do this 


more rapidly and efficiently. The equipment was sent as a donation via 
an American amateur radio society. 


"Search" ["Poisk"] is operating with a heavy load -- almost 5 thousand 
people apply daily in hopes of finding their loved ones. 


NLD-1358, 15 January 1989, announced that the frequencies 14,175 kHz and 3,645 kHz 
continued to be used by radioamateur net providing communications with areas of 
Armenia that suffered from the earthquake and cautioned amateurs to refrain from 
operating on or near these frequencies.

Dear Sir: 


I am the Chief of the Defense Intelligence Agency Special Office for Prisoners 
of War and Missing in Action; I am also K4FPT. My office is responsible for 
collecting and analyzing information that possibly relates to Americans who 
remain unaccounted for in Southeast Asia. While some of the information we 
collect is generally accurate and some is helpful to U.S. Government efforts to 
account for our missing men, from time to time we encounter bogus information. 


| Sadly, bogus information. often receives greater attention than valid 
‘information. 


I am writing this letter to alert the U.S. amateur radio community to an 


| incident that occurred in October 1988 and to describe the outcome of that 
incident. 


On 4 October, two U.S. amateurs -- in North Carolina and in Ohio -- monitored a 

10-meter CW transmission. The sender claimed to be one of "700 U.S. Marines" 

being held prisoner near Hanoi and used the name “John Gefton." This 

transmission included several SOS calls and pleaded for anyone receiving the 

transmission to notify U.S. officials. The amateur in North Carolina tape- 
recorded a portion of the transmission. Both U.S. amateurs noted that the 

_ transmission had a very rough, chirpy note. 


On 6 October, the North Carolina amateur monitored what he believed to be the 
Same transmitter on almost the same frequency. At that time, the station was 
signing a Swiss call sign, was in contact with Canadian and U.S. stations and 
indicated that he was located near Geneva. In checking the call book, the U.S. 
amateur noted that no such call Sign appeared in the Swiss listings. He 
notified the FCC, who monitored the transmissions and conducted direction 


finding. Also, the North Carolina amateur tape-recorded most of the 6 October 
transmission.

} Analysts in my office interviewed both of the U.S. amateurs and spoke with the 
___ FCC Monitoring and Enforcement Division. In the first place, there are not "700 
ts Marines" still missing in Southeast Asia. Fewer than 300 Marines are 
unaccounted for. Secondly, there is no one missing with the name "John Gef ton" 
ear any reasonable variation thereof. 
Most important, however, is the technical evidence analyzed by the FCC. In 
1 comparing the 4 and 6 October tape recordings, the FCC concluded that both 
‘Signals originated from the same transmitter. The FCC DF'ing located the 


_ transmitter in Europe;. lines of bearing encompass Geneva. Furthermore, the

| 
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lines of bearing, if extended around the globe, do not come close to Vietnam. 


Thus, based on both internal and external evidence, we have concluded that the 
4 October “distress” signal was a hoax, probably originating from a bootlegger 


in Switzerland. 


I feel it is important that this information be disseminated among the U.S. 
amateur community for two reasons. First, I understand that some details of 
this caper were printed in one or more amateur newsletters, and I want to ensure 
that the outcome receives the same coverage 4s the initial report. Secondly, I 
want to advise U.S. amateurs of what to do if any such incident comes to their 


attention in the future. 


If anyone should monitor any transmissions alleging knowledge of, or in any way 
connected with, Americans missing in Southeast Asia, please do the following: 


a. ape record the transmission. 

b. Note frequency, time, date, type signal. 

c. Obtain a beam heading. 

d. Copy if it is a CW signal, gist if ‘it. ts voice. * 


e. If possible, notify nearest FCC field station and ask them to DF the 
signal. 


f. Notify me: Colonel Joe Schlatter, DIA Special Office for PW/MIA or one 
of the analysts in my office. You should telephone collect, (202) 694-4708 or 
(202) 695-0501. . Follow up by writing: DIA, Special Office for PW/MIA, Room 
2£230, The Pentagon, Washington, DC 20340-5390. 


-g. Monitor on or near the same frequency. for several days. 


The U.S. Government is exerting every effort to obtain the fullest possible 
accounting for our men missing in Indochina. My office has 39 full-time 
intelligence professionals dedicated solely to this issue. We are assisted by 
teams in Southeast Asia collecting information and by the entire spectrum of 

U.S. intelligence and diplomatic activities. General John W. Vessey, former 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, serves as the President's personal 

POW/MIA Emissary to Vietnam and continues to have close contact with Vietnamese 
officials, urging them to cooperate in reaching the accounting we seek. The 
support for this issue from Congress, veterans, the general public and -- most 
importantly, the families of the missing men -- is superb. Sadly, answers to . 
the fates of these men are not yet available to the U.S. Government. The 
answers lie with the Indochinese communist governments. Their cooperation | 
recently has improved and the uncertainty of over 100 families has been ended in 


the past few years. :

In the last article we (you & I, that is) were last seen clambering up the Jacob’s Ladder 
and getting settled-in aboard the Military Sealift Command tanker USNS SEALIFT 
MEDITERRANEAN/NMHT. Joining a vessel for the first time, be it a thirty year old 
and worn out hulk, resurrected for yet another "final" voyage, or a spankin’-new 
containership, one usually requires a day or so to get into the scheme of things. The 
"Med" was no different, and substantiated the old nautical phrase "Different ships, 
different long splices", 


So, before entering the Radio Shack, which in the very early days was literally a wooden 
shack erected on an upper deck in the vicinity of the bridge - since space for the 
equipment just did not exist elsewhere on board, let us take a quick gander at the vessel 
itself. She is approximately 600 feet long, with extreme width (beam) of 84 feet, and 
draws approximately 34 feet of water when loaded. The overall height from waterline 
(LWL) to the top of the 10cm radar antenna is exactly 111 feet. She is a "Tank-Ship" 
colloquialiy known as a "Tanker", and carries approximately 200,000 Barrels of refined 
petroleum product(s). To convert this quantity into gallons, merely multiply 200K times 
42 (which is the internationally recognized "Barrel" quantity, for liquids. As is the norm 
these days, the "house" - that is, the structure housing the entire crew, the upper 
portion of the machinery spaces and the navigational spaces (bridge, chartroom, master’s 
Sea Cabin, etc) - is located aft, just slightly forward of the after-most part of the ship 
(the round-end, for the benefit of any non-nautical reader. 


Now, with an inkling of the "nature of the beast", let us proceed upward from the Main 
Deck to the radioroom - eight floors in shoreside-parlance. "Elevator" is a word the 
owners, designers, builders are apparently not aware of... Come to think of it, that 
possibly explains why there are relatively few "fat-sparks"! On this particular class of 
vessel, the shack is located one deck below the bridge, and still contains a relic from the | 
past in the form of a "Voice-Tube" to the bridge - to be used in the unlikely event of 


In the satellite mode, message traffic is handled machine to machine, that is in direct 
real-time link from shipboard Model 42 Teletype printer to the called party. 


on the unique problems associated with shipboard SATCOM... In addition to solving the 
relatively simple trigonometrical problem of direction & elevation angle from ship to 
satellite, one must take into account the ship’s heading, the side-to-side rolling, the 
fore-and-aft pitching and the "Scend" or vertical motion caused by sea and. swell. 
Fortunately, the computer handles this chore, along with some hardware. First, there is 
a "Stable platform" upon which the parabolic antenna system is mounted. Roll and Pitch 
is eliminated from the equation by means of gyros, keeping the platform flat in relation 
to the earth’s surface. I leave it to you, dear reader, to cogitate on the problem of 
"scend” - is it or is it not a major problem? Of course, inputting the current ship’s 
direction of travel in terms of "True Heading" _ (Continued on page xx)

i SITOR on this vessel is a breeze... The Harris 1kW rig is capable of completely

automatic control (Mode, Frequency selection, Tune-up, Time of calling and/or listening, 


' etc.) from the word-processor computer dedicated to this service. As is the case with the 
Satellite system, direct real-time traffic handling is accomplished, with the Shore Station 


acting as a transparent relay. One merely "punches up" the outgoing traffic, enters the 
desired station’s telex number, and strikes to "go-button". However, on this vessel the 
above mentioned "automatic control" was not implemented, so one must, also accomplish 
the tuneup manually. 


As for the manual radiotelegraph gear, it is in accordance with international standards. 
A 1kW HF rig, a 500W MF rig (500, 512, 480, 468, 454, 444, 425 and 410 kHz), and a 
12-volt battery operated 40W MCW MF rig. By the way, for the amusement and 
edification of any old-timer reading this, there is a regenerative receiver aboard, 
although of solid state nature! It is, of course, relatively useless on coast-wise voyages 
due to BC band heterodyne interference. Hmmm, lessee now .... is that QRM or QRN?? 
A "Speaker Watch" is kept on 500kHz during normal watch-hours, and a conventional 
- Autoalarm stands-in for one during off-watch hours. By the way, one who has never 
been awakened by that large and raucous AA-Bell sounding off in the middle of the 
night, has sorely missed one of the "pleasures" of going to sea as a brass pounder! — 


A 1kW SSB rig occupies one rack, for the infrequent HF voice contact. Fax is received 
via a microprocessor controlled receiver/printer, and WWV/JJY-type "time ticks" are sent 
to the bridge daily, although they have their own SATNAV gear plus two solidstate 
chronometers. Watch hours are (usually) 0800-1100, 1300-1600, 1800-2000 local 
shipboard time, plus additionally watchkeeping under routine and/or peculiar 
circumstances - more on that later. 


_ Whilst we have been "surveying" the radioshack, cargo has been loaded and the vessel 


is now outbound from Singapore for Yokosuka Japan. Next month we will take a few 
typical voyages to ports-of-call in the China Sea, Japan, Okinawa, the Philippines and 
elsewhere. "Stay tuned"! jikae 3 Ass

_ The National Capital ARES Council (NCAC) is an organization of ARES officials in the 
_ metropolitan Washington, DC area. The NCAC strives to enhance the development of 
Amateur Radio emergency and public service communications in the region. The 
Council provides a forum for sharing resources and information among participating 
ARES jurisdictions. 

Occasionally, someone comes up with a creative idea for a new project which is beyond 
the resources of the Council. These ideas tend to languish until some Ham says, "Hey! 
- That sounds like something I’d be interested in doing’. 


But finding the right Ham to work on the right project is usually a hit-or-miss 
proposition. That’s where this article comes in. We figure that most Auto-Call readers, 
like you, are active Hams. And we suspect that most of the active Hams in the area 


read Auto-Call. 


So, we’d like to describe to you three nifty ideas which have been suggested to the 
Council. Look them over, and see if any of them strikes your fancy. 


The Council believes all these ideas have merit. We’d like to see some folks make these 
things happen, for the benefit of Amateur Radio, and also for the fun of it. 


PROJECT 1: A HAM RADIO HOT LINE 


Wouldn’t it be nice if there was a local phone number people could call to find out 
about Amateur Radio? With the advent of the automated telephone answering systems, 
a hot line could be a real asset to the Ham community. Here are some of the services 


it could provide: 


- Non-Hams could call, hear a blurb about the hobby, and leave their name and 
number. Callers would be referred to a local club, which would return the call and 
invite the potential Ham to a club meeting. 

- Public service-oriented Hams could call and listen to a listing of upcoming public 
service events. If interested, they could volunteer for one or more events on the spot. 
- Upgrade-minded Hams could call and listen to a listing of upcoming training classes 
and exam sessions. If interested, they could leave a message reserving a slot at a 
session. 

- Hams new to the area could call and obtain information about local clubs. 

. Anyone could call and find out about upcoming hamfests and other special events. — 


The Council hopes that an individual or group will come forward to organize and 
sponsor such a project. You would need to come up with a detailed plan, cost estimates, 
and knowledgeable people to maintain the service. You would have to obtain financial 
support -- perhaps from FAR, one or more clubs, or even corporate donations. 


PROJECT 2: HF EMERGENCY COMMUNICATIONS COORDINATOR 


Most Emergency Coordinators have jurisdictions which are political entities: 
cities, counties, or towns. But this is not necessarily the case. The NCAC has 
recommended that an Emergency Coordinator for HF Operations be appointed.

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Public Service Minded Hams - (Continued) 


Here in the DC area, we are in the unique position of having a concentration of 
government and private relief agencies’ who are active in national and international 
emergencies. Local hams have largely met the needs of these agencies, but there have 
been lapses. For example: 


- Agency or embassy officials, when confronted with a need for Amateur 
communications, typically don’t know whom to call. These officials often rely on 
personal contacts, such as a friend of a friend who is known to. be a Ham. When the 
officials finally track down an Amateur Operator, that Ham may not be aware of the 
network of resources which exists in the area, and the agency may end up with an 
arrangement which is less than optimal. ‘ 

- Occasionally, local Hams representing different agencies have actually competed with 
each other for air time on an emergency channel. In such situations, both operators 
usually end up losing. 

- At other times, traffic in-bound for the Washington area has been held up because no 
local station was monitoring the emergency channel when the traffic was listed. Even 
if a local station came on frequency, the distant operator might question the 
authenticity and reliability of that station, if the traffic was of a sensitive nature. 


The Council believes that the situation can be improved, and that most of the HF 
operators involved in emergency communications would support efforts to improve 
coordination. 


~ to develop a plan for coordinated and effective use of the available resources. 

- to coordinate HF emergency preparedness activities with other local ECs, and to 
‘ publicize and coordinate local efforts with established HF emergency and public service 
organizations. 


The ideal candidate for this position would be an experienced HF operator with a 
diplomatic nature who can command the trust and cooperation of high-level officials of 
national and international organizations. Broad Amateur Radio experience, including 
familiarity with packet radio, public service organization, and traffic handling, is 
desirable. 


PROJECT 3: REGIONAL GUIDE TO EMERGENCY AUTOPATCHES 


With the advent of the cellular telephone, many citizens now have the capability to 
make emergency calls from their vehicles. We Amateurs have long since established 
standard procedures for making emergency autopatches. Wouldn’t it make ‘sense to 
share our expertise with the public? 


The idea here is to write a little booklet explaining the principles and practice of 
emergency autopatch. The booklet would cover: 

- the principles of cellular phone service, 911 and enhanced 911 systems 

- how the 911 center handles your call 

- how to report an accident 

- how to recognize and report special situations (e.g., hazardous materials incidents, 
downed lines, etc) 5 2 

- how to render assistance safely and avoid becoming part of the problem.

We might interest Bell Atlantic, Cellular One, the Council of Governments, or others in 
co-sponsoring the booklet with us. The booklet could be distributed by retailers who 
sell cellular phones and/or phone service. , 


Two kinds of talent are needed to complete this project. First, we need someone with — 


a journalistic bent. A substantial amount of research will be necessary to develop a 
comprehensive guide which is acceptable to local authorities. 


Second, we will need someone to "market” the concept. We will have to "sell" potential 
co-sponsors on the idea, and arrange for printing, distribution, and publicity. If we play 
our cards right, one or more co-sponsors may be willing to do the bulk of the work. 


The NCAC, for its part, can provide contacts with local government officials, and help 
to define and organize the contents of the booklet. 


This project is particularly appealing because it is limited in scope and duration. It’s 
a fairly significant undertaking, but once it’s complete, you can sit back and enjoy the 
results. And the public relations benefit to Amateur Radio would be tremendous for 


years to come. 


SUMMARY 

So, that’s the long and short of it. There are plenty of exciting things to be done. If 
any of this sounds like something you’d want to participate in, make yourself known 
to ae to your local EC. Our phone numbers are listed in the Public Service Column, 
page 21. 


Maybe you’re interested, but don’t feel that you’re able to take charge. If so, let us 
know of your interest and thoughts. You can participate to whatever degree you feel 
comfortable. These projects will be accomplished by teamwork. The more players, the 
better. 


Even if you’re not inclined to get involved, we hope that you found this article 
interesting and informative. As an active Amateur, you should be glad to know that 
we’re not just sitting on our thumbs, waiting for emergencies to happen. ARES is NOT 
for couch potatoes! ;

PCB’s in Dummy Loads 


Concerns are still expressed occasionally about PCBs in the coolant used in some old 
dummy loads and even oil filled capacitors. Actually, there is little to worry about these 
days, but if you are still concerned about some ancient equipment you bough at a flea 
market, there is a simple test to put your mind at ease. Put a drop of the coolant into 
a glass of water. If it flattens out on the surface it is oil. If it sinks, it is most likely 


a PCB. It is as simple as that. 


The specific gravity of transformer oil is 0.88. The 


SG of PCB coolant is 1.56. The relatively small oil filled capacitors are "oil filled" and 
that means mineral oil, so you don’t have to worry about them. 


There is no such thing as "PCB oil," PCB coolants were a synthetic chemical compound _ 
and their use is now forbidden by law. They were used in large power transformers in 


the 1960-1970 era, and some hams scrounged the coolant from the power company or © | 


industrial plants because it wasn’t possible to buy transformer oil in small quantities. 
Even then, there was little danger that the Amateur would experience the "continued 
exposure at high levels of concentration of PCBs" that was found to produce cancer in 


rats.

E Proposed Restrictive Antenna Ordinance 


On January 25th, the Town of Vienna Planning and Zoning Commission held'a public 
hearing on a proposed restrictive ham radio antenna ordinance. Forty-five VWS members : 
attended the hearing. Seven members spoke publicly against the ordinance, informing 
the commission of the public service contribution made by VWS to the community and 
the inability of Amateur Radio operators to fully participate in the goals and purposes 
of Amateur Radio if restricted to one outside antenna. 


Many technical flaws in this poorly drafted proposal were pointed out, and the 
discriminatory nature of the ordinance was noted since the proposal made no mention 
of restricting CB operators or SWLs. VWS’s position is that existing town and country 
ordinances are adequate for the community. Another hearing on this issue may be held 
but as of yet is unscheduled.
